WASHINGTON, May 2.—Alex Jascale- 
rich, guardian of Secretary Bryan's ill- 
fated llama, called today upon the Sec- 
retary to pay his respects and offer his 
assurance that a new and healthy ani- 
mal would soon be sent from Argen- 
tina.

DAY CELEBRATION MURDERED: 50 HELD 


Haw Lin Shuck Shot at Hop Al- 
ley When Carrying Roses 
to White Wife. 


PRICE PUT ON HIS HEAD 


Inspector, Who Was Active in 
Running Down Law Violators, 
Had Asked Protection. 


Federal authorities and police Satur- 
day argested or closely questioned virtu- 
ally every resident of Hop Alley, the 
Chinatown of St. Louis, in an effort to 
clear of the murder of 
Shuck, Chinese interpreter 
and inspector for the United States Im- 
migration Bureau of the Department of 
Labor. 


Haw was shot to death in front of 
10 South Eighth street, at 8 p. m. Friday, 
while carrying a bouquet of roses and 
a vase home to his white wife, with 
whom he lived at 6352A Maffitt acenue 

Mrs. Haw spent two nours Saturday 
going through the Hop Alley district in 
a search for evidence which might re- 
veal the identity of the slayer. At the 
end of her quest she said she had 
learned nothing. 

Fifty Chirnigse, living in the Hop Alley 
quarter, between Market and Walnut 
streets and Seventh and Ninth streets, 
are under arrest. They are endeavor- 
ing to make it appear the murder was 
the result of a war between rival 
Chinese “‘tongs” or secret societies, but 


Federal authorities do not place much 
credence in this explanation. 

Haw had known for two years that a 
price had beén put on his head because 
of his activity as a Government agent 
in running down Chinese who had come 
into the United States in violation of 
the immigration laws. 

On March 14, 1912, Haw appealed to 
the police for protection. He said he 
had received a message that he must 
cease his activities or prepare for 
death. A few days after this notice 
was served. on him, he said, a friend 
informed him that a number of St. 
Louis Chinese were raising a fund to 
hire a man to murder him. 

Active In Lee Ling Case 

Haw told the police at that time that 
he had incurred the enmity of a pow- 
erful fattion of Chinese by his activity 
in the effort then being: made to deport 
Lee Ling, a Chinese laundryman of Ca- 
ruthersville, Mo., for violation ef the 
immigration laws. After being arrested 
and brought to St. Louis, Lee escaped 
from Haw while they were walking’ on 
South Eighth street, Feb. A., 1912, al- 
most on the exact spot where Haw was 
murdered. Lee never was recaptured, 
but Haw had three of his friends arrest- 
ed and questioned. He also searched 
for Lee in many St. Louis Chinese laun- 
dries. Some laundrymen resented this 
Haw told the police, and threatened to 
get even with him. 

“Chinatown Mayor” Held. 


For a time police protection was 
given to Haw when he went into the 
Hop Alley district on Government 
business, but the vigilance was grad- 
vally relaxed. Haw told close friends 
he believed that sooner or later a 
plot to take his life would be carried 
out. 

Haw ate supper friday night at a 
restaurant at 21 South Eighth street, 
owned by Lee Bing, a Christianized 
Chinese, known as “Mayor of China- 
town.” Lee Bing, who is held by the 
police, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that Haw was his partner in conduct- 
ing this restgurant. 

Lee Bing is also a partner of Lee 
Mow Lin in a restaurant at 610 Mar- 
ket street, known as the Shanghai 
Low. A grocery at 17 South Eighth 
street was raided March 30 last by 
Government officers and a large 
quantity of opium was found there. 
Lee Mow Lin was arrested and is 
awaiting,trial on a charge of dealing 
in opium without paying the Govern- 
ment license. 

Found Dead on Sidewalk. 


Lee Mow Lin is one of the Chinese 
held pending an investigation of the 
murder. : 

Who gave the tip on which the gro- 
cery Was raided has been kept a se- 
cret by Government officials. James 
R. Dunn chief immigration inspector, 
Saturday, said it was no part of Haw’s 
duty to th form the Government as to 
contraband dealing in opium, but that 
suspicions may have fallen on him after 
the Lee Mow Lin raid because of his 
intimate k .owledge of conditions in Hop 
Alley and his known connection with 
the Govefament service. 

Sergt.. (Matthews and Patrolman Mit- 
chell were near Eighth and Market 
streets at 8 p. m. Friday when they 
heard tour shots. They ran south on 
Eighth street and near the mouth of an 
alley on the east side, between Market 
and Walnut streets, they found a 
later identified as Maw Lin Shuck, 
ing dead on the sidewalk. . 

A white man, apparently greatly ex- 
cited, approached the policemen and told 
them he had seen a short man fire the 
shots and then run west In Hc. Alley 
After giving this information the white 
man mingled with the crowd that quick- 
ly gathered and his name was not 
learned. 

At first it was thougkt Haw had been 
stabbed as well as shot. An autopsy by 
Dr. Louts Brandenburger showed he was 
struck by three bullets, one of which 
passed through his heart from the back.

Mrs. Alice Herring’s Action in 
Cage of Inquiry in Police- 
man’s Conduct. 


Mrs. Alice Herring, wife of Dr. Wil- 
liam Herring of 52090 A4 Page boulevard, 
filed suit in the Circuit Court Saturday 
against Police Captain Patrick J. Gaff- 
ney and Police Inspector John McMul- 
len for $25,000 on account of alleged libel- 
ous statements made by them last Mon- 


day in connection with ah investigation 
of Policeman Emil Kalz, which resulted 
in his dismissal Friday by the Police 
Board. 

The statement alleged in the petition 
to have been made by the defendants 
was that on April 22, at 11:15 p. m., 
Policeman Kalz visited the flat o- 
cupied by Dr. and Mrs. Herring, dur- 
ing the absence of Dr. Herring, and 
remained therein about 30 minutes. 

Mrs. Herring asks $10,000 actual 
damages and $16,000 punitive dam- 
ages. | 

Kalz, at his trial before the Police 
Board, testified he was summoned by 
Mrs. Herring to her flat to look for 
burglars. She told him she had heard 
a man prowling about. 

In this he was corroborated by the 
physician’s wife. Dr. Herring testi- 
fied his wife was in constant fear of 
burglars and 3 the slightest noise 
would disturbiher. He said he de- 
lieved the charge against the patrol- 
man was based on unreliable gossip. 

Harry Bulger and his wife, who occu- 
py the flat beneath the Herring home, 
testified they saw Kals enter the Her- 
ring home three times on the night of 
April 18, when Dr. Herring was on a trip 
out of town. 

Lieut. Harry Walsh said he went to 
the Esrring home the night of April 22, 
after being informed over the telephone 
that Kalz was there. He said he rang 
the doorbell repeatedly, but received no 
response and that about 15 minutes later 
Kalz emerged from the back way. 

Kalz joined the force in 190. He is 
married and lives with bis wife at 44 
Anderson avenue. Mrs. Herring is 23 
years old.

These of the cele- 
brated Paul Revere pattern, are of re- 
markable beauty, being about 18 inches 
high and of rigid amplicity. They 
tear Miss Wilson's monogram. An- 
other of the gifts is to be a handsome 
opal pendant, mounted in green gold, 
the gift of Mrs. Burleson, w'fe of Post- 
master-General Burleson.

VERA CRUZ May 2-—That Mrs. 
Clara Beekmeyer, a German woman 
who, according to rumor was mistaken 
for an American, was killed by a mob 
in the Streets of Mexico City on April 
27, ia the news brought here today by 
refugees from the Federal capital.

He said Haw 
was secretary of the On Leong Tong, 
the only “tong’’ which has gained 4 
foothold in St. Louis. According to Le: 
Bing, all the members of this tong 
are law-abiding Chinese and members 
of the Chinese Reform Association. 


Tella of New Tong. 

Recently, Lee said, the Hip Sing Tong, 
composed of a rougher element of Chi- 
nese, has been trying to establish an 
organization in St. Louls. Lee told the 
police he believed this rival tong had 
caused Haw's murder in order to strike 
terror into the St. Louls Chinese. 
Immigration Inspector Dunn told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter he never had 
seen indications of a tong war“ in St. 
Louis and that he believed that when 
closely questioned some of the local Chi- 
nese would give information which 
would show that “tong’’ rivalry was 
not the real reason for Haw’s murder.

Lee Bing, Lee Mow Lin-and Lee Gum, 
three of the Chinese arrested and held 
as witnesses, were released on common 
law bonds of $1000 each at 10:30 a. m. 

The other 47 Chinese were released on 
$1000 bond each, at 1 p. m. All the bonds 
were signed by Arthur J. Lancaster, a 
professional bondsman and former sa- 
loonkeeper. 

Haw's wife went to the morgue when 
notified of the killing and kissed her 
slair. husband. She spent most of the 
forenoon in the office of Immigration 
Inspector Dunn urging that everything 
possible be done to bring the slayer to 
justice. 

So far as is known the only eye- 
witness to the shooting, except the man 
who disappeared after telling policemen 
that he saw it, was Pauline Vetrano, 
16 years old, of 800 Market street.

McCarthy Says Committee Will 
Recommend Higher Rate Pro- 
vided by Council. 


PLAYER URGED ECONOMY 


Delegates May Kill Appropria- 
tions for Purchase of Coli- 
seum and Payne Tract. 


The House of Delegates and Mayor 
Kiel are committed to a $2.35 tax rate, 
passed by the Council Friday over the 
objection of Comptroller Player, who 
urged that the rate be cut 5 cents and 
that no attempt be made to acquire the 
Coliseum and the Payne tract adjoining 
Tower Grove Park, estimated to cost 
$150,000 each. : 

Chairman Randall of the Council 
Ways and Means Committee said Mayor 
Kiel gave assurance to the “committee 
that he would sign the $2.35 tax rate 
measure if it is sent to him, and Chair- 
man McCarthy of the House Ways and 
Means Comimttee said his committee 
will unanimously recommend the higher 
rate, which virtually, assures its adop- 
tion by the lower branch. 

The Council set aside in the budget 
bill, which also was passed Friday, 
$150,000 for the purchase of the Coll- 
seum and ground lease, and only 378, 
000 to apply on the purchase of the 
Payne tract, estimated to cost twice 
that amount. Delegates said the 
House probably would amend the 
budget bill by striking out the Coli- 
seum and Payne tract appropriations, 
but would increase the tax rate 8 
cents so that these properties might 
be acquired during the year. 

Tax Imcrease Is 13 Cents. 
The Ways and Means Committees 
of both branches conferred with 
Comptroller Player just before the 
Council met, and Player said the 
members expressed ah, intention of 
keeping the tax rate $2.30 this year, 
which represents an increase of 8 
cents above the fast year’s rate. 

“I was astounded to hear the Council 
passed a $2.35 rate bill on the recom- 
mendation of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee,” said Player, after the meeting. 
“We went over that question thorough- 
ly and not a single member of the 
House or Council ‘committees said he 
would recommend the higher rate. The 
Coliseum is à derelict enterprie at 
which private managers have failed to 
make expenses, and it would be ridi- 
culous for the city to assume a %-year 
lease at a ground rental of $14,000 a 
year, besides paying about $150,000 for 
the stock and bonds outstanding. I co 
cot believe the city can legally operate 
the Coliseum because it cannot be 
maintained purely for public purposes. 
“The Payne tract is not badly needed 
by the city, and we are burdened as it 
is with expenses that necessitate an 
eight cent increase in the tax rate this 
rear.“ 


The appropriation bill passed by the 
Council Friday carried $11,042,508.92, 
but the House expects to reduce this 
by striking out the §225,000 set aside 
by the Council for the Payne tract and 
the Coliseum, The 6-cent inerease in 
the tax rate is estimated to yield 
about $275,000. 

Collector Edmond Koeln submitted 
his annual report Friday to the 
Mayor and Assembly, showing collec- 
tions for the last fiscal year of $10,- 
241,502.31 for municipal purposes. This 
is an increase of $325,000 over the 
collections of the previous year and 
establishes the record in the history 
of the city. Koélg also reduced the 
cost of collection last year, and 
turned back surplus commissions of 
$81,000, as against §74,000 the year be- 
fore. He collected $3,634,305 for the 
School Board and $1,330,496 for the 
State, 

The harmony betwéen the branches 
of the Assembly on the budget this 
year promises to enable city employes | 
to get their April pay earlier than 
ever before. The House of Delegates 
met Saturday at 11 a. m., to give the 
appropriation bill a second reading, 
and will pass it at a special meeting 
Monday or at a regular meeting Tues- 
day. If nothing develops to impede 
iis progress, the payrolis may be dis- 
pensed by May 16.

more serious. In that event it is pre- 
sumed the trade between Vera Cruz and 
Tampico would be resumed, and that 
the territory about Tampico now in 
rebel hands, would supply the market 
here to some extent. 

Just mow the only supplies tags 
Vera Cruz are coming from the smal] 
ranches near enough to the city for 
owners to feel assfred of American 
protection. Scores of natives carrying 
eggs and milk arrive daily, but this 
supply is absorbed almost without et- 
fect on the demand. The hotels are un- 
able to obtain fruit and butter. 


Threats to Carriers of Supplies. 
If the order of the Mexican Goveron- 


or of the State of Vera Cruz threat- 
ening execution of any one bringing 
fecd to the city is effective, even this 
small supply will be cut off, and the 
population, both native and foreign, wil! 
be forced to depend upon goods shipped 
from the United States and elsewhere. 

Many ranchers from the Northern 
and Southern truck gardens a few miles 
out, called at Gov. Kerr’s office today 
and wished to know if they would be 
protected if they brought in supplies. 

The order not to extend the American 
lines prevents giving the protection de- 
sired and the only ranches which the 
authorities can count upon are those 
within the narrow boundaries of the 
outposts, or within range of the ee 
rifles. 


The money situation !s also peculiar. 
The banks have been virtually at a 
standstill for all except small exchange 
businesses because of the lack of stamps

LLEYNE IRELAND'S Joseph 
Pulitzer’ presents but one aspect 
of a distinguished American whose 

campl€te@ portrait will not have been 

drawn until the full story of his life, its 
aspiration, its endeavor and its achieve- 
ment shall have been told. 

“The present volume,” says Mr. Ire- 
lend himself in the preface to his book, 
‘is in no sense a biography of that 
extraordinary man. It is merely an ac- 
curate and somewhat detailed account 
of my experience as a subordinate mem- 
ber of the personal staff which was al- 
ways in attendance upon him. Only one 
side of a singularly rich and complex 
nature is disclosed in these pages—the 
side which he turned to a new secretary. 
It is to be hoped that some one who 
knew him intimately and for a long time 
will supplement this record by a work 
which will do justice to the varied an 


vigorous, picturesque and original per- 
sunafities that ever played a part in 
the interesting drama of American pub-

Nevertheless, there is much of vital 
character-significance in Mr. Ireland’s 
book. The portrait which he draws is 
the portrait of Joseph Pulitzer indomit- 
ably and victoriously fighting against 
the handicap of blindness and other 
rhysical disabilities under which he 
prosecuted his great labors in the pub- 
lic service during the last 2% years of his 
life. It is not a portrait that calls for 
pity—the grim courage and inflexible 
resolution of Joseph Pulitzer forbid 
this. The stamp of consecration to one’s 
appointed task ds set large upon it. It 
de of the sincerest ethical value in its 
teaching of unyielding will-power and 
an all-conquering determination devoted 
io the manful doing of a man’s work. 
Therefore, most of all, it is an inspir- 
irg and stimulating portrait. 

Happily, too, while Mr. Ireland tells 
us minutely of the special and amazingly 
comprehensive organization of aids 
through whose service Joseph Pulitzer 
remained so potently dominant in his 
direction of the New York World and 
the St. Louis Post-Dispatch, and main- 
tained so searchingly his keen outlook 
on current events, he presents, as well, 
many extremely human and illuminative 
sidelights on the personage of whom his 
book treats in its more or bless inti- 
mate revelation of daily life. We learn 


that Joseph Pulitzer—or J. P., as he 
was so long known to those associated 


with his newspaper properties or in his 
personal service—loved good books, good 
plays and good mosic, the latter, per- 
haps, most of all. We discover that he 
possessert a grateful relish of humor. 
We encounter frequently the truth thai 
he vastly respected a man who had 
the courage to fight for his convictions. 
We see that he was prone, as are ail 
strong personalities, to the shaping and 
developing of character in those under 
his influence, and that, in this, he was 
even. more rigorous in his demands upon 
hfs own sons than upon others, In one 
emusing little incident, aboard an At- 
lantic liner homeward bound, there is 
revealed a whimsical forbearance to- 
ward 4 noisily crying baby and a 
chucklingly tender solicitude for its 
mother’s peace of mind which is as av- 
realing as it is diverting in its human 
comedy.

here at the news from Manila that the 
Pacific mail steamer Siberia, yesterday 
reported by wireless to have been in 
great peril off the coast of Formosa, is 
safe at Manila. 

The vessel had a passenger list of 71 
persons in the first cabin, about 50 in 
the second cabin and about 400 in the 
steerage. Among those on board were 
Mrs. Francis Burton Harrison, wife 
of the Governor-General of the Phil- 
ippines, and Mrs. John B. Pentiers, wife 
of the newly-appointed Consul to Ma- 
nila, 


Inquiry Ie to Be Made. 
Japanese authorities will investigate 


how the reports of yesterday. were dis- 
seminated. Japan has recalled the war- 
ships she despatched yesterday to the 
aid of the liner supposed to be in dis- 
tress. 

A dispatch from Manila received last 
night said the Siberia steamed into por 
after an uneventful voyage from Naga- 


Jsakl, which port she left April 29. Capt. 


Zeeder of the Siberia said he believed 
the reports that his vessel was in dis- 
tress arose over confusion in the call 
letters of the steamer Persia, witn 
which vessel he had been in communi- 
cation. These letters are M B 8,” 
and they doubtless were, megraken for 
“S O 8.“ the marine wireless appeal 
for aid. 

The wireless operator on board the 
Siberia added that the atmospheric con- 
ditions had been bad, making difficult 
the sending of wireless messages. 

The first erroneous reading of the 
wireless calls from the Persia evident- 
ly were made at the Osezakai wireless 
station in Japan. They were interpreted 
as setting forth that the steamer had 
met with an accident and was in dis- 
tress. Other wireless reports were re- 
sponsible for the belief that she was 
sinking. 


Cruisers Sent to Scene. 
On receiving the news, the Japanese 


Government dispatched cruisers and 
merchant ships from Formosa to where 
thé Siberia’ was supposed to be: a 
British. warship steamed at full speed 
to her assistance and the American 
naval authorities at Manila, made hur- 
ried preparations to send help. 

The belief that the Siberia was in any 
trouble was entirely dispelled last night 
with the receipt of dispatches from 
Manila saying that she was safe in 
that port.

FUNERALS CHARGE 


B’Nai Amoona Congregation 
Asked to Gather Sunday to 
Consider Cemetery Suit. 


Directors of the Scheirith Israel Ceme- 
tery Association have called an indigna- 
tion meeting of the B’Nai Amoona Con- 


gregation for Sunday at 3 p. m., when 
they will express their feelings over the 
$30,000 damage suit filed against the as- 
sociation Friday by Julian Laughlin, an 
attorney, who alleges they have held 
fake funerals and buried earth-filled cof- 
fins to escape taxation on 14 acres held 
in the association’s name directly oppo- 
site his beautiful 20-acre country home 
on the North and South road, a half 
mile north of Clayton. 

This move was decided upon at a 
meeting late Friday afternoon at 908 
North Eighth street, attended by Ben- 
jamin Burenstein of 4218 Morgan street, 
president of the association; Morris Lip- 
shitz of 621 North Eighth street, vice- 
president; Simon Zuckerman of 908 
North Bighth street, superintendent, and 
H. Maizner, sexton of the cemetery. 

Allegations. Are Dented. 

These, excepting Maizner, are made 
personal defendants in the suit, together 
with Harry Siegfried of 1015 Lucas ave- 
nue, president of the congregation; P. H. 
Miller, H. Kessler, M. M. Olian, A. J. 
Marglous, Sol Maizner and Jake Slup- 
sky, named as controilers of the asso- 
clation. The B’Nai Amoona church ts 
at Garrison and Lucas avenues. 

Laughlin also asks a perpetual injunc- 
tion, restraining them from burying per- 
sons in the tract. He alleges the ceme- 
tery is damaging property values in 
the vicinity about & per cent. 

The four cemetery directors vigorous- 
ly denied to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
the allegations of the suit, declaring 
Laughlin had a grudge against them be- 
cause he feared the cemetery might les- 
sen the value of his property. 

Burenstein’s Statement. 

“You may say for me and others here 
that the allegation made by Laughlin 
about the burial of earth-filled coffins 
to escape taxation is a contemptibie 
lle,“ asserted Burenstein. The old cem- 
etery site was bought by us # years 
ago. We purchased the new tract of 14 
acres nine years ago, when it was ap- 
parent the old site, little larger than an 
acre, would be inadequate. That was 
before Laughlin purchased his homesite 
and built his residence. 

“Later we went to a real estate man 
in Clayton to borrow money for improv- 
ing the new tract, in which we had 
buried three persons. The Assessor's 
records showed we owed six years’ taxes 
and we could get no money for improve- 
ments until title was cleared. The. mat- 
ter went to court and in April, 1913, the 
County Court canceled the taxes, hold 
ing the tract was for a cemetery. 

Will Contest the Suit. 

“Then Richard Elbring, County Sur- 
veyor, drew up a diagram of grading 
and improvements for us, and with the 
permission of the Health Department 
the three coffins were transferred to the 
old cemetery to permit of excavations. 
Maizner and his grave diggers, J. A. 
Murphy, an Irishman, and his son, did 
the work. All three saw the bodies 
transferred. 

The improvements were carried out 
at a cost of $7000, since which one buriai 
has taken place. The records of the as- 
sociation and the health office will 
prove this.” 

Burenstein, as spokesman for the oth- 
ers, declared Laughlin had no ground 
for his allegations and that the suit 
would be vigorously contested. He said 
a counterclaim might be filed. The de- 
fendants’ counsel, he said, had not been 
chosen, but probably would be 
Sehator Gardner of Clayton.

TAXATION OF HOUN’ DAWGS. - 

The number of St. Louisans who own dogs and 
pay the tax on them, given at 22,027, is said not 
to represent all the proprietors of dogs in this 
city. It is estimated that 1400 more defraud the 
revenues by keeping contraband or moonshiner 
bréeds of dogs on which the tax is evaded. The 
total makes a ratio of almost exactly 1 dog to each 
0 of human inhabitants in St. Louis, but of course 
the latter figure has to be reduced to terms of 
families to be of any value in comparisons with 
the rest of the State. Computing five persons to 
a family, we have 1 dog to every 6 families. The 
ratio is 1 dog to 1 family in rural Missouri. 

Whatever the owners of the 1400 contrabands 
may think about the civic patriotism of policies 
that tax our houn’ dawgs, it is a condition not a 
theory that confronts them. Collector Louis Alt 
is the official kicker-around of unlicensed houn’ 
dawgs and is totally unreceptive to sentimental 
considerations or metrical or other threats.
